Along the Rostov -Baku railway there was rapid adv ance. The 
supreme test of the Russian counter-offensiv e, howev er, is ahead 
as the columns that hav e been adv ancing to the west, north, and 
south continued to conv erge upon Rostov . At Stalingrad Hitler 
seems to be making good use of air transport to keep his forces, 
already encircled, supplied, but he lost 26 huge transport planes 
in a single day .

Go verno r 
Griswo ld 
sent 
to 
the 
Nebraska legislature the names o f two dem o ­ 
crats -appo inted in the instance o f o ne to serve 
as a mem ber o f the state liquo r co m m issio n— and 
in the o ther as a mem ber o f the bo ard o f co ntro l 
adm inistering the fo urteen state institutio ns m ain­ 
tained fo r the care o f the unfo rtunates. 


The episo de ago nized a co rrespo ndent o f a N e­ 
braska co ntem po rary, w ho in his pain cried o ut in 
a letter to that paper. 
As an ardent republican 
stro ngly engrained with the o ld J ackso nian princi­ 
ple that to the victo r belo ngs the spo ils, he pro ­ 
tested; but as Shakespeare o nce said he pro tested 
to o much. 


The go verno r m erely was fo llo w ing the law in 
these appo intm ents, regardless o f w hether he put 
a strain o n the po litical strings, o r no t. 
When the 
bo ard o f co ntro l was established it w as pro vided, 
and w isely, there sho uld be m ino rity party rep­ 
resentatio n in its m em bership, and that principle 
has been fo llo wed co nsistently fo r nearly 30 years. 
When the liquo r co m m issio n was created the law 
creating it pro vided there sho uld be m ino rity party 
representatio n 
in 
its 
mem bership, 
and 
that 
principle has been fo llo wed co nsistently since the 
establishm ent o f the liquo r co m m issio n. 
It has 
been go o d, and it has wo rked w ell, and it has put 
into practice the American system o f checks and 
balances Intended to prevent abuse o f po wer. 


It m ay no t make sense to a jo b-hungry repub­ 
lican, o i any partisan o f any party but amo ng 
state agencies bo th the bo ard o f co ntro l and the 
liquo r co m m issio n 
traditio nally have functio ned 
efficiently and harm o nio usly. Go verno r G risw o ld’s 
fello w republicans sho uld have no ted that unless 
the go verno r desired to fracture the law s creating 
these tw o agencies, he had to subm it the name» 
o f demo crats fo r appo intment.

supplies o f Russia have been drawn that the avail­ 
able grain has been co nsum ed to the po int where 
seed no lo nger is available. 
Co ntributio ns o f seed 
no w w ill go a lo ng way to wards lessening the 
lease-lend demands later. 


Black W alnut 


Q N C E AGAIN the trees alo ng the stream s, and 
gro wing upo n the farms o f Nebraska, are be­ 
ing exam iner fo r mature specim ens o f black w al­ 
nut. 
They are needed fo r the m anufacture o f gun- 
sto cks. 


It revives m em o ries o f that perio d o f 1917-1913 
when tho usands o f fine walnut trees in this state 
were cut do wm, and the lo gs so ld fo r fabulo us 
prices. 
There w as no avo iding it, regrettable as 
il is, that a tree as fine as a w alnut tree has to be 
sacrificed. 


In the eastern co unties o f the state the black 
w alnut w as o ne o f tho se few species that seem ingly 
gio w in abundance where mo isture w as abundant 
and the so il was rich, and because o f its prevalence 
it 
has 
been 
asso ciated 
clo sely 
with 
Nebraska 
thro ugho ut the entire era o f territo rial days and 
stateho o d. 
So me o f the lo g cabins o f the first 
settlem ents were built o f walnut, and the lo gs, 
pro viding a warm fire were a favo rite fuel o f the 
pio neer ho mes. 


Restraining Tax 


rpH E CONTINUING talk in co ngress centering 
upo n a “ restraining 
tax” designed 
to keep 
peo ple fro m spending to o much o n no n-essentials 
suggests that the members o f co ngress are no t 
fully info rm ed o n the facts o f life. 
In so m e o f the m etro po litan areas it m ay be 
that night clubs, and o ther entertainm ent reso rts 
are do ing a land-o ffice business. 
Out in the w ide- 
o pen spaces the peo ple are living rather frugally 
and sim ply. 
Hundreds o f tho usands o f them vo l­ 
untarily have curtailed their buying habits to meet 
their inco m e tax paym ents when they co me due. 
If it’s a m atter o f revenue, then that is so m e­ 
thing else again. 
If it’s a matter o f restraint th« n 
co ngress sho uld understand the brakes are being 
applied vo luntarily by the public in m illio ns o f 
Individual instances. 
The discussio n in co ngress 
pro lo ngs the attitude o f treating the Am erican peo ­ 
ple as children. 
They kno w no w the dangers cf 
inflatio n. 
With mo re than a year passed, there is 


no evidence o f land speculatio n such as charac- ! 
terized the first Wo rld war. 
There is little o r no 
co nstructio n. 
There 
are 
very 
few 
auto m o biles 
being bo ught and so ld. 
Perhaps the entire atm o s­ 
phere wo uld be clarified by co ngressio nal defini 
tio n o f the “ no n-essentials.”

HAT was an unusual, tho ughtful, and under 
the present circum stances a curio usly selected 
subject which W endell W illkie picked fo r an ad­ 
dress at Duke university. 
Mr. W illkie set him self 
to the task o f shattering the adulatio n by the 
m asses o f peo ple o f men o ccupying ro les o f leader­ 
ship in co untries and in the wo rld. 


“ Everywhere yo u turn,” Mr. W illkie said, “ yo u 
find peo ple clinging to certain men who have been 
exalted in the public mind o ut o f all pro po rtio ns 
to their talents, ho w ever great. 
In Russia there 
is J o sef Stalin, in China G eneralissim o Chiang- 
K ai-Shek, in Britain W insto n Churchill, in the 
United States, Franklin R o o sevelt. 
The stature o f 
these men is in every ease o ut 
o f the o rdinary, 
and they deserve the high po sitio ns they have 
wo n. 
And yet, dare w e say that any o ne o f them 
is indispensable? 
The m o m ent w e say that, o ur 
wo rld m ust change.”

T ITERALLY there co uld be no 
quarrel w ith Mr. 
W illkie’s co nclusio n. 
And, yet it wo uld seem 
a co m fo rting and cheering reflectio n that thro ugh­ 
o ut m o st o f the perio d o f Am erican histo ry, the 
Am erican peo ple have cho sen, and have fo llo w ed 
men peculiarly fitted fo r their tim es. 
There was 
Abe Linco ln. 
A fter gaining o ffice, after beco ming 
firm ly established, after ultim ately acquiring full 
co nfidence in him self to give him reso lutio n and 
purpo se, he did seem to answ er the prayers o f a 
natio n at a critical tim e. W ashingto n, J efferso n, 
Old Hicko ry J ackso n, Cleveland, and W ilso n, and 
Theo do re Ro o sevelt, and 
Franklin R o o sevelt all 
seem ed to em bo dy the spirit o f leadership at the 
time they exercised it that was needed. 


Of co urse W insto n Churchill is no t indispens­ 
able, but who amo ng the British po ssesses his 
gifts to rally, unite, and so lidify British spirit o f 
resistance

by “ points” —say

points for a certain size can of 
peas. 
These v alues really will 
be similar to money prices. 
OPA wondered for a

is too 
much or too little for a can of 
peas. 
The 
answer, 
Stauffer 
said, was to ask the housewife, 
and that's what's going to be 
done. 
The housewiv es who agree to 
do it will fill out a simple form 
each day itemizing their food 
purchases, turn

ev ery month to a census-taker, 
and OPA w ill thus learn the 


family preferences of each food 
at prev ailing “ point v alues.”

usually large quantity of peas 
is being bought, the point v alue 
of peas w ill be increased to 
keep housewiv es from stripping 
grocery shelv es of that item.

“O ur survey showed th at last Septem ber m an y school officials 
w’ere on the fence, not kn ow in g w h eth e r to con tin ue sports or n ot.” 
P orter said. “ As a result, about five per cen t of th e schools dropped 
11-m an football, b ut n ow they are alm ost un an im ous in the belief 
th at it is their patriotic duty to carry on.” 
T ran sportation will be the big problem , he added, b ut it m ay 
be partially solved by schedulin g even ts n e a re r home. The con ­ 
sen sus is th at the d raft of 18-vear-olds will h ave little effect, since 
the average age of high school athletes is 17. 


“ Basketball an d track cham pion ships are scheduled in 36 of 
the 40 states,” P orter said. “On ly Nevada, Maine, M on tan a an d 
Michigan plan to wund up cage competition in section al tourn a ­ 
m en ts because distan ces of travel are too great or tran sportation 
too lim ited.” 


T he survey disclosed that athletic staffs have been reduced 
about 25 per cent sin ce the w ar started.
